CONSTANTINOPLE IS QUIET. 


Correspondent Donohoe Pictures the 
‘Man Who Caused Killing of 
. Nazim Pasha.

' LONDON, Thursday, June 12.—The 
murder yesterday of Schefket Pasha, 
the Grand Vizier of Turkey, in the 
streets of Constantinople—probably by 
members of a plot to overthrow the 
Young Turk régime of which he was 
the head—calls from .M. H. Donohue, 
the Balkan. war correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle, an estimate of the 
character of the dead man. “ 

The Grand Vizier was shot while 
being driven in a motor car from the 
Ministry of War to the Sublime Porte, 
the assassins firing ten shots at him 
from another car. Ibrahim Bey, his 
aid, was also wounded, both dying in 
a. short time. : 

Donohue made the acquaintance’ of 
Schefket in 1909, and thereafter saw 
much of him. 

“ Shefket had many faults,” he says, 
“but was handsome and generous to 
a degree. It is said of him that he 
never forgot ‘1is friends and rarely 
forgave his enemies. He lacked cau- 
tion and discernment and haa a. tend- 
ency to insincerity.” ; 

Schefket, as I remember him, was 
a remarkable causeur, ‘possessing, for 
a Turk, a very lively imagination. I 
have sat listening to him for hours, 
telling stories of his adventurous mili- 
tary life. The man had the true gift 
of the raconteur, and the most, prosaic 
incidents, coming from his lips, sound- 
ed like a new version of the. “ Ara- 
bian Nights.” 

* “One of the dead man’s weaknesses 

was an inordinace variety and love 
of the ,picturesque, whether in.an in- 
cident or a uniform. He would pose 
ten times a day before the camera, 
and was wont to stand for amateur 
and professional photographers with 
his head well thrown back, those dark 
Arab eyes of his flashing like dia- 
monds, one hand on his hip, and the 
other grasping firmly the hilt of his 
sword. ‘ 

“Although loving power, Schefket is 
believed to have been drawn unwiil- 
ingly into the ranks of the conspira- 
tors who planned the coup d'état. 
Once a party to the ‘conspiracy, he 
seemed to have lost all sense of per- 
spective. He flung-military discretion 
to the winds; broke off negotiations, 
and ‘light-heartedly embarked upon 
the second campaign, which the Turks 
were told was to reverse the ingiorious 

“defeats of Kirk Killisseh and Lule 
Burgas ‘and preserve Adrianople to the 
Empire. All the world knows how 
grievously Schefket and his advisers 
disappointed their countrymen. 

“ Despite certain political diffcr- 
ences, Shefket preserved a certain at- 
tachment for the murdered Nazim 
Pasha, and in private never ceased 
to deplore the fatal bullet which 
robbed Nazim of. life aud Turkey of 
an‘ableé soldier.. According to the piun 
submitted for Shefket’s approval, 
the coup d’état was to have been ac- 
complished without bloodshed, but 
when’ the band of conspirators and 
their supporters rushed from Stam- 
boul and invaded the precincts of the 
Sublime Porte this undertaking was 
forgotten; angry passions’ «and per- 
sonal animosities surged ubpermust, 
and Nazim and his aid de camp, the 
-handsome and accomplished Tewfik 
+ Bey, fell victims. 

“From this moment Shefket reai- 
ized that his earthly days were num- 
bered, and that he was a doomed man. 
*Blood must be requited by blood,’ 
was a saying not unknown to the 
murdered Grand Vizier; and he liter- 
ally paid ‘measure for measure.’ Ever 
since that January day when the 


Cabinet of Kiamil was overthrown 
and the Young Turks climbed back 
into power Shefket daily lived 
haunted by the spectre of the agsas- 
sin. Friends and sympathizers of the 
* dead Nazim had sworn to take the 
lives of both the Grand Vizier and 
Enver: Bey, and if Shefiet: lived so 
long it was perhaps because opportu- 
nities for killing him were lacking.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jurie 11.—The 
greatest excitemen- naturally prevails 
in the open-air cafés as the result of 
the killing to-day of Scnefket Pasha 
and his aid de.camp,’ but otherwise 
the city is quite tranquil. Were it 
not for. the presence’ of a number of 
military patrols and the occasional 
passing of mounted troops, one would 
hardly know that anything untoward 
had happened in the capital. The en- 
trance to the War Office is closely 
guarded, and all soldiers and civilians 
except those who have special busi- 
ness are kept. at. distance. The 
Council of Ministers has been sum- 
moned. Talaat.Bey is.also in attend- 
ance. < 

Many Turkisk officers whom I met 
during the last phase of the war ‘at 
Tchatalja—all, by the way, adherents 
of the Military League—had no doubt 
regarding what would be the end of 
the Grand Vizier. “His life is for- 
feited,” they said to me... “.He. will, 
die suddenly one ofthese days, as 
soon as possible after peace is signed.” 
At Tchatalja it would not have been 
difficult to find 100 officers, any one 
of whom would cheerfully have at- 
tempted the life of the detested Grand 
Vizier. There-was a certain corps 
commander -I met at Tehatalja who 
never spoke to me of the lamented 
Nazim without tears coming to his 
eyes. The light of fury would come 
to them at the mention of Schefket. 
When saying good-bye on leaving the 
army at the.signing ef the armistice 
I went to bid farewell to this officer. 
He shook me warmly by the hand and 
said, with every token of genuine af- 
fection: “‘May God guard you and 
take you safely back to your country! 
Turkey has been beaten, and peace is 
here. When the war is over there 


will be a lot of:accounts to settle down 
there,” pointing toward Constantinople. 
Schefket was never lacking in pluck. 
During the early days following his 
advent to office, hearkening to the 
advice of his friends, he went about 
strongly guarded. He would, how- 
ever, never carry any arms except the 
regulation sword. I frequently: met 
the Grand Vizier driving unattended, 
sometimes in an open carriage, at 
other times in an automobile with a 
single aid de camp and without. any 
escort. 

Whether it was to show his con- 
tempt for death I do not know, but 
occasionally Schefket would stop his 
vehicle at the top of a steep hill lead- 
ing to the Sublime Porte and alight 
at the very door of the Café Stam- 
boul,, which, rumor had it, always 
sheltered some of his enemies await- 
ing a chance to kill him.

HURLS BAG OF FLOUR 
AT BRITISH PREMIER 


Male Suffragist Causes a Sen- 
sation in Commons While 
Asquith Is Speaking. 


KING. COLD. TO SUFFRAGE 


His Secretary Tells Women Writers 
Their Protest Is with the | 
Home Office.

LONDON, June 11.—Premier As- 
quith’s speech on the Finance bill in 
the House of Commons this afternoon 
was. interrupted by an unmannerly 
outrage. . ; 

The Premier: had just paused t6 con- 
sult a sheet of paper when there 
hurtled through the air from the 
Strangers’ Gallery a missile which, 
after striking an iron support ‘at the 
side of the Speaker’s chair, fell almost 
noiselessly to the floor, missing Mr. 
Asquith: by about two yards. 

Instantly several. members rose to 
their feet in momentary dismay, but 
their fears passed when it was seen 
that the missile was merely a bag of 
flour which burst as it fell, and left 
a big white patch on the carpet. Lord 
Advocate Ure and: Sir Courtenay Il- 
bert, Clerk of the House, were sprin- 
kled with the flour, which flew in a 
cloud from the bag. Following the 
flour came a bundle of leaflets dealing 
with forcible feeding in prison. 

The attendants, aided by pilain- 
clothes police, pounced quickly upon 
the offender, who was ejected with 
more haste than courtesy, crying, as 
far as could be heard, ‘‘ Remember 
Miss Davison! ” 

The incident naturally caused some 
excitement, but the Premier remained 
standing, perhaps the cuclest man in 
the House. His face certainly flushed 
with the sensation of surprise, but ne 
was spontaneously cheered from ail 
sides of the House as with imper- 
turbable serenity he tvok up the 
thread of his argument precisciy 
where he was interrupted.

SHE CARRIES 4,380 PERSONS 


Well-Known Americans Among the 
Passengers—Due in New York 
Next Wednesday.

BERLIN, June 11.—The Imperator, 
the Hamburg-American turbine giant- 
ess, the mightiest yessel ever launched, 
started on her maiden trip to New 
York from Cuxhaven at 3:55 o’clock 
this afternoon. She is. plowing her 
way through the North Sea to-night, 
en route to Southampton, amid some- 
what tempestuous weather, for the 
waters of the “Germgn Ocean” for 
the last twenty-four hours have been 
lashed by violent westerly winds. 

As far as the eyes of the eager and 
enthusiastic thousands gathered on 
the. shores at Cuxhaven could see, 
Commodore Ruser’s great ship, tow- 
ering house high on the surface of 
the storm-whipped sea, showed her- 
self undisturbed by the worst the 
North Sea seemed capable of doing. 
Unless she strikes still rougher going, 
the Imperator is due in Southampton 
at sundown to-morrow. 

Four thousand three hundred and 
eighty persons are crossing on her 
first transatlantic voyage—250 in the 
first cabin, 330 in the second, 1,000 
in the third, 1,600 in the steerage, and 
1,200 as members of the crew. Four 
veteran skippers "with the rank of full 
Captain in the Gorman merchant ma- 
rine, headed by Commodore Ruser, are 
in command. One or other of them 
will be on the bridge all the time, 
and, when it is desizable, two of them. 
The Imperator’s departure from her 
anchorage in the harbor of Cuxhaven 
was devoid. of ceremony or incident. 
General Manager Ballin and his fel- 
low-Directors entertained the guests 
who. are journeying as far as South- 
ampton at’ luncheon in the Ritz-Carl- 
ton restaurant of the iiner. The bill 
of fare contained the friendly admoni- 
tion; “ No speeches.” 

Commodore Ruser simply waited for 
the tide to rise, and, when it reached 
a favorable altitude, the Imperator 
Hfted her anchor and got under way. 
She rode straight into the teeth of a 
heavy sea, almost with her first lunge 
into the open water beyond the Elbe; 
but she seemed to like it and went 
on her way serenely, while a spon- 
taneous thunder of cheers from the 
crowds at the harbor’s edge speeded 
her westward.

DERIDES AMERICAN DIVORCE 
British Judge Says Our Courts Take 
Marriage Less Seriously. 

By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph: to The New York Times. . 
LONDON, June 11.—American di- 
vorce methods were scornfully re- 
ferred to bysJustice Pickford in the 
course of a remarkable slander suit 
in. the High Courts of Justice, -in 
which three American vaudeville 

artists were the principals. 

The ease. with which divorce was 
obtainable in-America having » been 
cited to the court, his Lordship re- 
marked: “You ean get diverce for 
all sorts of things in America which 
are not recognized in.this country. 
It seems quite easy. A woman can 
divorce’ a.-man there; in: some. States, 
for such..trivial things as bad tem- 
per.” ales : 

The statement drew from the de- 
fendant ‘in “he suit, Gilbert Girard, 
the emphatic. rejoinder: “ Yes, my 
Lord; for instance; you can get di- 
vorce in Minnesota for cold feet, snor- 
ing, or incompatibility: of temper.” . 

“Is that so?” said the Judge. ‘“‘I’m 
afraid cold feet and sncring are not 
sufficient in England; but in America 


they don’t take things’ so seriously, 


apparently.” 

The case concerned was an action 
for damages claimed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Groves, known on the stage as Niag- 
ara and Falls, against Girard, a 
vaudeville performer. In thé course 
of the action Mrs. Groves said .that 
she had been on the American stage 
from the/age of 16; that she was 
married ‘in Washington in 1896 to a 
wealthy. merchant,.Mr. Buchan, and 
in the following year divorced him. 
Then she met Girard, and they. lived 
together. as Mr. and Mrs. Girard in 
New York and Chicago. Just before 
leaving Butte for New York, Girard 
proposed marriage to her, but didn’t 
fulfill his promise. Juater she met 
Groves and was married to him in 
the course of a tour of England. 

Girard on the witness stand: said 
that it was owing to the objection of 
plaintiff’s relatives,.who lived in Min- 
nesota, that he had not married her, 
and also to the fact that by mistake 


she sent him a love letier which had 
been intended for Groves. On. cross- 
examination he admitted that he had 
been married in 1893 at Tacoma and 
had divoreed his wife the following 
year for misconduct with-a diamond 
merchant. 

The slander alleged concerned Mrs. 
Groves’s reputation for morality. The 
jury awarded the plaintiffs $625 and 
costs.

The detention of the vessel, it is 
thought in yachting circles, was prob- 
ably. brought about by her entering a 
port where there was no customs house. 
A similar course is taken by the au- 
thorities of any country under like cir- 
cumstances. 

The crisis in the political situation is 
due to dissensions in the Liberal Party, 
which became more acute recently and 
were brought to a head by the vote in 
the Senate on the administrative decen- 
tralization bill, against which thirty- 
seven Liberals were arrayed. 

Although the Government had not 
made the bill a question of confidence, 
the vote showed unmistakably that its 
majority was very precarious, and Count 
de Romanones deemed it the wisest 
course to resign again. 

As the return of the Conservatives to 
power is admittedly out of the question, 
it is generally considered in jolitical 
circles that Count de Romanones will 
be asked once more to assume the Pre- 
miership and that the cabinet will re- 
turn practically unchanged. 

The resignation of E. Montero Rios as 
President of the Senate has been ac- 
cepted, and it is probable that Gen. 
Weyler, Captain General of Catalonia, 
will be elected to succeed him.

Tromsoe a harrowing story is told by 





the survivors of the luckless Schroeder 
Stranz arctic expedition, three mem- 
bers of which are dead and four miss- 
ing. They say that from the outset 
friction was rife in the expedition and 
still continues between the survivors. 

Their ship, the Herzog Ernest, which 
was well provided with food, was 
frozen in‘ at Treurenburg Bay, Spitz- 
bergen, in August, 1912. They held 
a council and unanimously decided 
to leave her, and on Sept 23 all quitted 
her. But after a short march the 
Norwegian members of the expedition 
returned. The German members 
pushed on for Polehjem on. Mossel 
Bay, but found the traveling difficult 
because of snow and fog. 

The Germans broke up into two de- 
tachments. Dr. Detters and Dr. Mos- 
sers determined to- make for Advent 
Bay, while the others decided to re- 
turn to the ship. Nothing more was 
heard of the two doctors. Both of 
them must be dead. Capt. Ritscher, 
leading the other party, wita Dr. 
Ruediger, Herren, Rave, Eberhardt, 
Stenersen, and Rotvold, and one dog, 
finally decided to make for Advent 
Bay. ‘They marched five days and 
reached a hut, where they shot four 
reindeer. They rested there for three 
days. 

Here Dr. Ruediger, who was suffer- 
ing from frostbite, had to be left with 
Rave while the others pushed. ahead 
to obtain medical aid. Rave gave the 
only sleeping bag remaining to Dr, 
Ritscher and made another of salted 
reindeer skins. 

" ‘Waited Seven Weeks. 

For seven weeks Ruediger and Rave 
waited with neither aid nor news.s 
Their food supply dwindled until they 
had only one meal a day of mildewed 
oats and salt meat.. Their. last shirt 
was used in making bandages. At 
last they abandoned all hope of relief 
and were forced to make a last ef- 
fort to-reach the ship. D#. Ruediger’s 
foot was so frozen that it was crum- 
bling away bit by bit. Although his 
own: ‘fingers were frostbitten and 
caused. him great agony, Rave made 
a wondérful mechanical boot.for him 
with fragments of leather afd clot) 
from -his jacket and the wood of a 
ski. With this Dr. Ruediger could 
just totter along. For food Rave made 
a cake of scrapings from some bar- 
rels of spoiled flour and decayed meat. 
Their only protection from the cold 
was the sleeping bag. 

They traveled four hours at a time 
and’ then rested. Gradually their 
food was consumed, and they were in 
darkness, starving and crippled, but 
their only chance was to march on 
and reach.jPolehjem or die.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The stroag- 
est Congressional expressions made so 
far against currency legislation at tn1s 
session were heard to-day at a meét- 
ing of the Senate Committee on Banking 
and Currency. 

While opposition to immediate legis: | 
lation has prevailed on both sides, | 
the committee has followed Chairman 
Owen’s lead in arranging for prelimi- 
nary hearings and. the. like. To-day, 
however, under the. lead. of Senator 
O’Gorman. of New. York and. Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, both Democrats, 
the view was snarply. put forward that 
the fag end of,a session devoted to the 
partisan considération of a tariff bill 
was no time for considering what ought 
to be a great non-partisan measure. 

Senator Shatruth of Colorado, another 
Democrat, and Senator Bristow of Kan- 
sas, a radical Republican, supported 
this view.. Senator Owen has urged all 
along that a bill should be reported and 
passed at the present session. The 
President’s recent letter to Senator Till- 
man of South Carolina, jn which the 
President said that the party was in 


“honor bound to follow tariff revision at 


once with a révision of the currency 
laws, encouraged Mr. Owen. But one 
member of the committee told his asso- 
ciates this. morning that a talk he had 
had recently with a Cabinet officer led 
him to doubt that the President would 
send in a currency message at this 
session. 

It should be stated that the part 
played in this general desire for delay 
by the flurry in Walt Street is only in- 
eidental. From the time the tariff bill 
reached the Senate’a month ago Re- 
publican Senators have been trying to 
obtain promises that @ currency bill 
will not be pushed. ~ Democrats have 
evinced in private an equal earnestness 
in their desire to go home as soon as 
the tariff bill is out of the way. The 
possibility of increasing the present fi- 
nancial uncertainty’: by threats of im- 
mediate tariff revision merely supplied 
another argument. 

As a matter of fact, the President has 
let it be known that he eh ypromee prompt 
currency revision to supply easy money 
for what hardships might arise in the 
first months of reduced protection. The

thereunder, and fixing a time and place 
for the hearing by the Chief of said Bu- 
reau of Licenses of any protest. .to. thé 
granting and issuing of such license. 

The amendment was introduced a 
year dgo, when it: was ‘ tabled.” It 
was revived by Alderman Esterbrook. 
The chief objections to’ the change in 
the present ordinance, say the dealers, 
ig that it makes it possible for any one 
to tie up the issuing of a permit for a 
newspaper stand. 

“This easy form of_ protest by any 
Nperson makes it convenient to exact’

CHARLTON’S EXTRADITION. 

By the decree of the Federal Su- 
preme Court, Po&rer Cparuton, who 
murdered his wife and sunk her body 
in Lake Como in June, 1910, must 
be extradited on the demand of the 
Italian Government for trial in Itgly. 
CHARLTON confessed his crime on his 
arrival in ce nt, whither he 
fled, pleading “brain storm.”

The initiative and referendum are 
legislative measures, intended for use 
in law-making only, and the New 
York voters cannot by themselves 
make laws.

In the second place mili- 
tary co-operation is strictly limited 
to cases in which this purpose fs 
clearly involved, and, moreover, to 
eases of “unprovoked attack or ag- 
gressive action.” Article II. ef the 
treaty as revised July 13, 1911, de- 
clares: 

If by reason of camraveaas attack or 
aggressive action, wherever arising, an 
the part of any Power or Powers, 
either high contracting party should be 
involved in war in. defense of its terri- 
torial rights or specia}interests men- 
tioned in the preamble of this agree- 
ment, the other high contracting party 
will at once eome to the assistance of 
its ally, and will conduct the war in 
common, and make. paece in mutual 
agreement with it, 

Before, therefore, Great Britain 
eould be called upon to support Japan 
in a war with the United States under 
this plain provision of the existr 
ing treaty, the United States must 
make an “unprovoked attack” upon 
the “territorial rights or speelal in- 
terests”’ of Japan in the “region of 
éastern Asia,” The condition will 
never be fulfilled; the thing is simply 
unthinkable. Our British cousing of 
the conservative faith doubtless know 
this, and they should not ignore it 
for the pleasure of nagging a Foreign 
Secretary who happens to be a Lib- 
eral, but whose standard of public 
service has amply been shown to be 
quite above all partisan conaiderar 
tions.

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A CHEERFUL NOTE, 

It is announced by the, Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace 
that the recent Franco-German inter- 
parliamentary conference at Berne, 
Switzerland, was extremely success- 
ful. Some 200 members of the French 
Parliament and the;German Reichs- 
tag attended. - Among those in at- 
tendance were representatives of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, who - “unanimously 
* passed declarations to facilitate the 
* uniting of the two countries for the 
“purpose of a mutual work of cly- 
* {lization.” 

The mere fact that so large a num- 
ber of members of ‘the National Leg- 
islatures of France and Germany 
could' be united ig an effort to pre- 
serve peace and promete co-operation 
for high alms between the twe coun- 
tries is of hopeful significance even at 
the moment when each of the coun- 
tries is making extraordinary sacri- 
fices to make the greatest preparation 
for war, Its significance is the more 
marked in the participation of the 
representatives of the provinces torn 
from France forty years ago, It 
shows that the intense bitterness of 


[the French sentiment on this point fs 


yielding to the softening influence of 
time, Undoubtedly the sentiment 
still exists. The Wrench leaders are 
appealing to it daily in connection 
with the pending Army bill. If un- 
toward events should eal] it out, it 
might have much ipfluence, But 
every year of peace weakens it, and 
& friendly advance from Germany 
might considerably abate it. 

Such an advance is by no means 
impossible. It would not be more 
improbable than the change ‘that has 
taken place in the last six mohthg in 
the attitude of Germany’ toward 
Great Britain. An incident of this 
sort may be a feature of the silver 
jubilee of the Kai r’s reign to be 
celebrated next Sunday,

The handling. of the imported meats 
by dealers who are granted exemption 
under the law ‘has been ‘reconsidered, and 
it is posstble for such firms to receive im- 
ported oe na The ruling.of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, however, requires that im- 
ported meats intended for inter-State ship- 
ment shall maintain their identity during 
such shtpment,

barred imported meat from: packing 
houses and manufacturing plants un- 
der Federal Inspection, ‘but permitted 
retail butchers to handle. it, provided 
the meat had passed’ the inspéction_ re- 
quired by the pure food law. For inter-

FAREWELL TO YIDDISH POET 


Cooper Union Crowded for Reisin 
on His Return to Russia. 


Cooper Union was crowded lest night 
with east side admirers of Abraham 
Reisin, the noted Yiddish poet and nov- 
élist, at a farewell reception tendered 
in his honor on the eve of his return_to 
Russia. _Mr. Reisin has been in this 
country for two years and has contrib- 
‘uted numerous. poems, sketches and 
serial stories to Yiddish periodicals.

In his address the poet said. that 
while he felt that the Meld of litera- 
ture in the United States was a fertile 
one, he missed the atmosphere of lit- 
erary appreciation and intellectual criti- 
cism which inspired the great Jewish 
writers in Europe. In this country, 
he..observed, the publication of such 
writings was restricted to- newspapers 
and périodicals.
